Mrs, Pearl Buck Severs Ties 
With Presbyterian Board 


NEW YORK, May 1.—()—Mrs. 
Pearl S. Buck, whose novels of Chi- 


_ hese life have made her one of Ameri- 
ca’s most widely known missionaries, 


but whose doctrinal views have met 
with some criticism by leaders of her 
¢hurch, has severed her connection 
with the Presbyterian board of foreign 
missions. ; 

_Mrs. Buck’s doctrinal views antago- 
nized some of the church’s conserva- 
tive element. but Dr.:Cleland B. Mc- 
Afee, one of the board’s secretaries, 
recently praised her work and said 
he believed a conversation with her 
would clear up the trouble. 

_The board, in announcing her re- 
tirement today, issued the following 
statesnent: 

“After various friendly conversa- 
tions and without appearing before 
the board, Mrs. J. Lossing Buck has 
requested that she be permitted to re- 
tire from active connection with the 
Presbyterian board of foreign mis- 
sions, and at a meeting on Monday 
(today) the board accepted her resig- 
nation with regret.” 

It was said informally at board 
headquarters that the author's hus- 


band, Dr. J. Lossing Buck, now tak-! 


ing post-graduate work- at Cornell 
University, would continue as a Pres- 
byterian missionary. 

No other comment on the trouble 
that has been stirring church ranks 
was forthcoming. 

The Bucks, who have spent the 

past year in this country. are sched- 
uled to return to Nanking, China, 
within a few weeks. Dr. Buck is head 
of the department of agricultural 
economics at Nanking University.

In Cities Throughout World 


Berlin and Moscow Present Great “‘Shows”’ at 
. Opposite Ends of Political Scale; 
Bombs Rock Chicago.

May Day was a stirring holiday of 
music, speeches, and parades for Rus- 
sian and German workers, but in 
much of the rest of the world there 
were bombings, bloodshed, protest pa- 
rades, or stringent decrees against 
demonstrations. 

In Chicago five large industrial es- 
tablishments were damaged by five 
dynamite bombs. The head of the 
police industrial squad expressed the 
belief that no communist plot was 
involved, but blamed a_ teamsters’ 
union racketeering war. 

Three hundred self-styled “hunger 
marchers” met on Boston comnifen 
and then laid demands for relief bve- 
fore Governor Ely’s secretary. 

Thousands ~of persons marched 
through New Orleans streets in pro- 
test against a pay scale obtaining 
for relief work fixed by the Louis- 
iana relief administration. 

A communist organized parade oc- 


curred in Washington where 100 per- 
sons shouted demands for unemployed 
relief, race equality, and liberation 
of the Scottsboro case defendants. 

Thousands of communists and so- 
cialists marched through New York 
streets with banners decrying fas- 
cism, war, and want, and Hitler fas- 
cism was hanged in effigy. 

In Berlin, millions of workers par- 
ticipated in open air meetings which 
reached a climax with a speech by 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler pleading for 
national unity.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—(?)—The 
senate banking committee announced 
today that some of the nation’s most 
prominent bankers, including J. P. 
Morgan, would be summoned for the 
openigg of its inquiry into, private 
banking, tentatively scheduled for 
May 23. 

Plans for opening the long-planned 
inquiry with an investigation of the 
famous banking house of J. P. Morgan 
and Company, were laid at a confer- 
ence between Chairman Fletcher and 
Ferdinand Pecora, committee counsel. 

Afterwards, Pecora announced that 
Morgan and all other members of the 
Morgan firm would be subpoenaed, to- 
gether with Otto H. Kahn,, of Kuhn, 
Loeb and Company, and Clarence Dil- 
lon, of Dillon-Reaa and Company. 

As plans were made for resumption 
of the stock market inquiry, the Glass 
banking subcommittee completed its 
work on a bill to revise the national 
banking laws and prepared to submit 
it to the White House for final ap- 
proval. 

Chairman Glass said some altera- 
tionsof’a minor nature had been made 
in the bill, It was learned, however, 
that the committee retained provision 
for a $2,000,000,000 fund to insure 
bank deposits, modified as suggested 
by President Roosevelt. 


Progress was reported from the 
house on President Ro: evelt’s bill to 
regulate the sale of securities, with 
leaders planning to take it up as 
soon as the farm relief-inflation pro- 
gram is out of the way.

FOR ADJOURNMENT

The full speed signal was given in 
a conference h Senator Robinson, 
of Arkansas, the party leader, who 
outlined a preferred list of legislation 
and indicated that some proposals, in- 
cluding thé 30-hour work week bill, 
would be put over until the regular 
session. ? : 

Congress responded before nightfall. 
The $500,000,000 direct relief bill was 
passed again by the senate with minor 
chahges in the house measure. It goes 
to conference. The gepate took up the 
Tennessee valley an uscle Shoals 
measure with quick action in prospect. 
The - all-inclusive farm commodity- 
currency inflation bill ran into repub- 
lican opposition in the house and a 
rule was prepared allowing for a vote 
after six hours’ debate beginning to- 
morrow.

Senator Robinson, who expressed 
hope of the early June adjournment, 
put the following on the calendar for 
urgent consideration—the kome mort- 
gage refinancing, sécurities regulation, 
railroad reorganization ahd the public 
works bills.

Other states in the 
belt for expected to join 
week in halting with an 1 
the selling of 2,165,000 ba 
stored cotton. according to Governor 
Eugene Talmodge, who, following the 
granting of an injunction to prevent 
sale of 199,000 bales of the Georgia 
staple Saturday, requested the com- 
missioners of agriculture in neighbor- 
ing states to take similar action. 

The injunction was granted three 
members of the Georgia Cotton Co- 
operative Association and restrains 
the American Co-operative Cotton 
Association from disposing of the cot- 
ton “at a loss of a bale,” at 
least until a hearing now set for Sat- 
urday. 

Judge John D. Humphries Monday 
signed an order clarifying the order 
concerning the disposal of the cotton 
as signed Saturday. The revised order 
simply sets out that the original or- 
der “does not cover, nor is meant to 
cover, any cotton except the 1930 
and 1931 cotton.” 

In advising 11 other states to seek 
injunctions, the governor urged them 
to determine how much stored cotton 
the state associations have with the 
American group. 

Governor Talmadge said: 

“Right in the face of efforts by 
President Roosevelt to boost prices 
of. all farm products, the co-opera- 
tive associations should not dispose 
of stored products.” 

The injunction was filed by L. B. 
Findley, G. W. Findley and C. A. 
Summerour, members of the Georgia 
association, who claimed the farmers 
of the state would lose $545,000 if 
the staple is sold now.

The Cox petition involves a $20,000 
assessment on a vacant lot next to 
the Biltmore hotel.

Treasury, by Process of 
Elimination, Lists Hold- 
ers of Nation’s Gold. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—(4)-—A 
long list of persons whu have taken 


gold from-the banks in the last two 
years was at the treasury’s disposal 
tonight in enforcing the rigid admin- 
istration ban against hoarding 
precious yellow metal.

SENATOR S.C. TATE 
FAVORS BEER BILL 
WITH REFERENDUM 


Senator Steve C. Tate, representing 
the 41st district, announced Monday 
from his home at Tate that he favors 
a beer legalization bill for Georgia, 
providing it carries a referendum 
clause. However, Senator Tate made 
it known that he believes a special 
session also should take up investi- 
gation of various departments of the 
state and “necessary legislation en- 
acted to have a better co-ordination 
of their efforts with less friction.” 

The senator’s statement follows: 

“T will vote to submit the beer 
question to the people with a refer- 
endum. I feel that the people are 
entitled to vote, expressing their per- 
sonal franchise either by popular vote 
or by preinstructed delegates from 
each county. I believe the revenue 
which may be derived from _ beer 
should be allotted to the common 
school fund and to pay Confederate 
veterans or to wipe out the state’s 
deficit in general. I am convinced 
that investigation of departments of 
state should be made and necessary 
legislation should be enacted to have 
a better co-ordination of their efforts 
with less friction.” 

The senator is the twentieth mem- 
ber of the upper house to signify 
his intention of voting for some kind 
of beer legislation. A total of 26 
senators are needed to assure adop- 
tion of the bill. Already 117 mem- 
bers of the house, 14 more than a 
needed majority. have announced they 
favor beer for Georgia. 

‘Today's issue of The Augusta 
Chroniele quotes Representative Eu- 
gene Epting., of Clarke county, ‘as 
saying that he has obtained pledges 
from more than a majority in both 
the house and senate favorable to 
a beer session. The Clarke representa- 
tive has favorable expressions from 
29 senators and 117 affirmative an- 
swers from house members. A ma- 
jority vote in the house is 103 and 
in the senate 26.

New President Predicts 
Tranquillity in Wake of 
Assassination. 


LIMA, Peru, May 1.—(#)—While 
Peru was under a rigidly-enforced 
state of siege today the body of the 
assassinated president, Luis M. San- 
chez Cerro, was carried in state to 
the cathedral and the nation started 
a three-day period of mourning. 

General Oscar Benavides, elected 
president immediately after the assas- 
sination yesterday, led the escort of 
honor in the procession to the cathe- 
dral, 

An peseeet revealed that the presi- 
dent had en shot twice, from the 
back. One bullet penetrated the left 
lung and the lower section of the 
heart. The second perforated the dia- 
phragm. 

His assassin, Aberlado Hurtado de 
Mendoza, a revolutionary, who was 
killed by guards, died from 20 bullets 
and four lance cuts, an autopsy 
showed. 

The streets of Lima were quiet as 
the body was borne to the cathedral. 
At each corner armed policemen came 
to the salute. Banks arid shops were 
closed, as they will be for the period of 
mourning. ‘ 

The new administration expressed 
confidence that the nation would re- 
main tranquil. The assassination so 
stunned the capital that nobody paid 
any attention to the usual Labor Day 
demonstration program.

SLEEP YOU NEED. 
It has always seemd to me that 
the popular notion that backache, 
pain in the back or a “weak back” 
signifies “kidnéy trouble” had __ its 
origin in the pictures the old time 
quacks and nostrum mongers con- 
stantly exhibited to the public, of 
victims bent forward, hand on flank, 
anxiously registering craving for a 
box of pills or a pair of kidney plas- 
ters or whatever the nostrum might 
be. - The truth jis that Bright’s dis- 
ease (nephritis) rarely causes any 
pain or discomfort in the back. 
_ In like manner the popular fear of 
insomnia is kept active, if not jn- 
spired, by the impressive pictures of 
wretched sufferers constantly exhib- 
ited to prospects by modern nostrum 
makers, In all of these pictures the 
victim is plainly straining. to keep 
awake so that he can worry about 
the loss of sleep. 
Now I like my sleep as well as the 
next fellow. I know something about 
the physiology of sleep and its value 
in maintaining one’s health, efficiency, 
good spirits and good looks, if any. 
oo, I have a casual understanding 
of the effects of:loss of sleep on the 
physical and mental well being. I be- 
lieve I may require an average ration 
of eight hours sleep, but if circum- 
stances prevent me from doing a rea- 
sonable amount of honest work, play, 
exercise, then six hours or less is 
plenty. On the other hand if I can 
put in several hours massaging the 
lawn or messing up the garden or 
mutilating a hedge or polishing the 
car, then I can do with nine hours 
sleep. 
The belly breathing exercise, for 
from six to a dozen inflations, is a 
great help for persons who find it 
ifficult to relax and get to sleep 
nights. Send a stamped. envelope 
bearing your address and ask for in- 
structions, if you wish to try it. If 
you use any other name than Belly 
Breathing I’ll send no instructions. 
The little lesson in physiology I 
hope to teach today is this, that peo- 
ple who do hard physical work, labor, 
play, exercise, require more sleep than 
people who live by their wits. As a 
general rule we may say that the 
sleep you get is the sleep you need, 
and if you don’t need it you shouldn't 
worry when you don’t get it. 
, Parasites and people who earn their 
own living by their wits, are the 
least likely to suffer in health as a 
result of scanty sleep rations, but 
they are the first to complain. In- 
stead of complaining and crying for 
sympathy for the dreadful affliction 
of “insomnia” (which ts as spurious 
an ailment as “dyspepsia” or “nerv- 
ous exhaustion”), these ghastly ma- 
niacs ought to spare their friends the 
tales of nocturnal vigils, and try 
what a bit of honest work will do 
for them, anything to occupy their 
self-centered mind and stir up a little 
oxidation in their lazy muscles. Noth- 
ing better for the purpose than a 
regular daily walk of five or six miles. 
The advantage of walking is that it 
is excellent general exercise and it 
is always available in any climate, 
season or weather. Its disadvantaze 
is that it costs more than many poor 
working people can afford, but this 
does not concern the parasites who 


most need it.

Georgia End Finished, 
Barnett Announces; 
Celebration at State Line 
Planned for July 4. 


With the Georgia end of the road 
completed’ and the Alabama section 
being finished rapidly, plans were be- 
ing formulated Monday for a gala 
celebration July 4 celebrating the 
paving of the Atlanta-Birmingham 
unit of the Bankhead highway. 


The celebration will be in charge 
of the Atlanta-Birmingham section of 
the Bankhead Highway Association 
and will be sponsored by The Consti- 
tution, the Birmingham Age-Herald 
and the Anniston Star. 

Completion and opening up for traf- 
fice of the Georgia division of the 
road was announced Monday by Cap- 
tain J. W. Barnett, chairman of the 
highway commission. 

“The newly completed section of 
the road runs from Villa Rica to the 
Alabama line and it is one of the 
finest pieces of paving in the south,” 
Captain Barnett said. “There is one 
bridge two miles west of Tallapoosa 
which we are widening to fit in with 
the new road, but it will be ready in

a short while.” 

Alabama is expected to complete 
its half of the paving the latter part 
of June. At present, construction has 
ben completed between Heflin and 
Pell City. Two companies are busy 
finishing the task, one working on the 
section between Heflin and the Geor- 
gia line and the other laying pavemen 
between Pell City and Birmingham. 

Luther B. Liles, regional presi- 
dent of the Bankhead Highway <As- 
sociation, in announcing plans for the 
celebration July 4, said that the as- 
sociation would invite Governor Mill- 
er, of Alabama, and Governor Tal- 
madge, of Georgia, to participate in 
the celebration, which will be held 
at the state lime, midway between 
Heflin and Tallapoosa. 

“Atlanta, Birmingham and the 
cities lying between have been wait- 
ing for years for the finish of this 
work,” Mr. Liles said. ‘We want to 
commemorate the completion of the 
road. A party will leave Birming- 
ham and another will leave Atlanta. 
Their meeting at the state line will 
go down in history and we want 
Alabama and Georgia to realize what 
great good this road will mean to the 
two states and their largest cities. 

While the eastern half of the Ala- 
bama section is being completed cars 
traveling between Birmingham and 
Atlanta are being detoured from Hef- 
lin to Villa Rica by way of Carroll- 
ton and Bowdon.

Associated Press Writer 
Wins Prize for Reporto- 
rial Work With Lind- 
bergh Stories. 


_NEW YORK, May 1.—(UP)—The 
New York World-Telegram was 
awarded the Pulitzer prize tonight 
for “the most disinterested and meri- 
torious public service rendered by an 
American newspaper during’ the 
year.” 

The Pulitzer awards in journalism, 
made annually by the trustees of Co- 
lumbia University under a provision 
of the will of the late Joseph Pulitzer, 
builder of the New York World, were 
made public by Dr. Frank D. Fack- 
enthal, secretary of Columbia. 

Literary awards, which include 
prizes for the drama, novel, history, 
poetry and biography, will be an- 
nounced at a dinner of the friends of 
the oe library the night of 

ay 4. 

The award to the World-Telegram 
was based upon “it’s wisely planned 
and judiciously conducted series of 
articles of veterans’ relief, on the real 
estate bond evil, the campaign urging 
voters in the last New York munici- 
pal election to write in the name of 
Joseph V. McKee, and the articles 
exposing the lottery schemes of va- 
rious fraternal organizations, 

Maintained Fire. 

“Throughout the year,” the an- 
nouncement of the award said, “the 
World-Telegram maintained its fire 
against what it considered were pub- 
lic evils. It’s articles were calmly 
written. Their accuracy has not been 
questioned ; their disinterestedness has 
been accepted.” The award was a 
gold medal costing $500.

For the best example of a report- 
er’s work during the year, ($1,000) 
to Francis A. Jamieson, of the Asso- 
ciated Press, Trenton, N. J., for 
“prompt, full, skillful and prolonged 
coverage of news of the kidnapping of 
the infant son of Charles A. Lind- 


bergh. 

For the best example of ee 
ence during the year, ($500) Edgar 
Ansel Mowrer, Berlin correspondent 
of the Chicago Daily News, for his 
articles on Germany. 

For the best editorial, ($500) to the 
Kansas City Star for its “series of 
editorials on national and interna- 
tional subjects” which “exerted a wide 
influence in the Mississippi valley.” 

The best cartoon published in any 
American newspaper during the year, 
awarded to H. M. Talburt, of the 
Scripps-Howard Newspapers, for his 
cartoon “The Light of Asia.” publish- 
ed January 27, 1932. “The prefer- 


‘ence for Talburt is based not only on 


the significance of his powerful art 
as exemplified in the above cartoon 
but equally upon the consistency of 
his performance during the whole 
year,” the announcement said. 
Honorable Mention. _ 

Honorable mention for public serv- 
ice was given the Detroit Free Press 
for its series of articles titled ‘“‘War 
on Waste; Save the People’s Money” 
and the Philadelphia Record “For de- 
feating the attempt of the Philadel- 
phia city government to lay an in- 
come tax on wages, which movement, 
if successful. would have been a prece- 
dent and ineentive to every other gang 
running every other city.” 

Honorable mention for correspon- 
dence was given to Maleolm W. Bin- 
gay, editorial director of the Detroit 
Free Press, “for the brilliantly writ- 
ten obituary of Sir Ronald Ross.” 

Honorable mention for reportorial 
work was given to Lee McCardell, of 
the Baltimore Evening Sun, for his 
account of the bonus army_episode in 
Washington: to Edward J. Neil, of 
the Associated Press, for his descrip- 
tion of his dash “at a speed of a mile 
a minute down the bob sled run at

power circuits were tangled. The 
city was thrown in total darkness. 
Messengers picked their way through 
wreckage to nearby towns and noti- 
fied Shreveport. 

Every available ambulance, nurse 
and doctor here was hurried to Min- 
den but found trouble in traveling 
the highways, due to a jam of sight- 
seers’ cars and wreckage. 

A national guard company at Min- 
den was mobilized and prepared to 
keep order. 

The fire in the negro section was 
extinguished early tonight. The bus- 
iness section of Minden was badly 
damaged and parts of the residential 
section were slapped flat. 

The storm split at Minden and then 
tore westward into Arcadia, 25 miles 
away. At least six persons were 
killed there, including Jim Casey, 50, 
his 17-year-old daughter, Margie, and 
Mrs. J. M. Jordan. 

Benton and other villages near 
Minden also felt the force of the 
wind. Magnolia, Ark., was struck 
about the same time and a family 
of six negroes was wiped out. 


FIVE KILLED BY STORMS 
IN STATE OF ILLINOIS 

CHICAGO, May 1.—(#)}—Wind, 
rain and hail roared over Illinois to- 
day to bring death to at least five 
persons, injury to nearly a score and 
heavy property loss. 

One small farming community, 
Maples Mill, in Fulton county, was 
“practically wiped out,” hospital at- 
tendants at Canton said. Two per- 
sons were fatally injured there and 
11 injured as buildings collapsed. 

The dead: 

John Lilly and his mother, crush- 
ed in wreckage of their home at Map- 
les Mill. 

Kenneth Eilers, 8, drowned when 
swept into a stream near Oakford. 

Charles P. Weeks, 58, struck by a 
train during a blinding rain storm 
at Morrison, Il. ; 

Frank Recenda, 47, Chicago, killed 
by a splinter driven into his throat 
as wind shattered a window. 

From over the state came reports 
of farm and city buildings damaged 
by wird and hail. Transportation was 
slowed down. Many portions of the 
state were without telephone, tele- 
graph and electric service. 

Lightning added hazard and several 
fires did small damage. storms 
apparently were general throughout 
western, central and northern Illinois. 

Workers rushed from Canton to 
Maples Mill. digging in debris to de- 
termine if others still were buried in 
wreckage.

EIGHT-CENT COTTON 
AP IN SOUTH 


PEARS 

NEW ORLEANS, May 1.—(>)— 
Cotton worth eight cents a pound for 
immediate delivery materialized in 
the New Orleans market today as 
spots and futures continued to swing 
into new high ground for the year 
and movement on a_ broad buying 
movement* in response to inflation 
legislation and higher stocks and 
grains. 

Making new 1933 highs. for the-sec- 
ond successive session, futures leaped 
forward a maximum of $2.10 a bale 
in early trading when ali deliveries 
swept above the eight-cent level, and 
the July contracts sold up to 8.22 
with October at 8.48, and the distant 
March postion at 8.74. 

Subsequently the futures market 
fluctuated violently, at times show- 
ing losses of slightly more than $1 
a bale from the highs as profits were 
taken heavily between waves of fresh 
buying. Last quotations were 45 to 
75 cents a bale under the highs, with 
the market up $1.35 to $1.65 a bale 
from Saturday’s close. 

Spot quotations advanced $1.45 a 
bale to a basis of eight cents a pound 
flat for middling. 

Much higher Liverpgol cables and 
strength of sterling exchange were 
prime factors on today’s bulges. 

Sterling’s top for the day, both for 
New York and London, was $53.94, 
It later subdued to $3.89 3-4, where 
its gain from Saturday was 3 1% 
cents. 

In terms of such gold currencies as 
French frances and Dutch guilders, the 
dollar fell to a new low level, at a 
discount of about 16 per cenf. The 
French franc, with a gold parity of 
just under 3.92 cents, reached 4.67 1-2 
cents, as trading closed. 

Extraordinary strength developed 
in some of the French dollar bonds, 
as it was announced that the May 1 
interest would be paid, if desired, in 
French francs at parity with the dol- 
lar, in lieu of gold. is, of course, 
meant that a $60 coupon on a $2,000 
par value French dollar bond, would 
actually be worth in present dollars 


‘nearly $70. 


Business news continued to reflect 
the stimulus of the recent upswing. 
“Steel” said that steel ingot produc- 
tion should exceed 30 per cent of ca- 
pacity this week, which is a level at 
which most companies can show a 
profit from operations, although not 
fully earn depreciation and fixed 
charges. 

Automobile production schedules for 
this month call for a substantial in- 
crease over April, which approximat- 
ed and possibly exceeded Apri! of last 
year. The Santa Fe and Milwaukee 
railroad systems reported that their 
freight volume last week exceeded the 
like period of 1932.

French capital, when a crowd of 2,000 
threw bricks at police who had pre- 
vented them from parading. 

Several were injured in Madrid 
when police broke up a demonstra- 
tion of about 1,000 communists. Spain, 
however, was generally quiet. 

Peru was in a state of siege be- 
cause of the assassination Sunday of 
President Sanchez Cerro by an al- 
leged revolutionary. The assassin and 
two soldiers. were killed and eight 
other person# were hurt. 

Soldiers and police in Cuba were 
taking precautions to prevent recur- 
rence of revolts in Oriente province. 

Main streets of Vienna were guard- 
ed by soldiers with machine guns for 
communists had scheduled a demon- 
stration in defiance of a government 
decree. 

London’t demonstration centered in 
Hyde Park. Marching university stu- 
dents chanted such slogans as “we 
will not fight for king or country” 
and carried banners decrying fascism. 

Conservative and anti-militarist 
radicals in Tokyo paraded separately 
because of a difference of opinion 
over the question of supporting the 
army’s doniination of national poli-

In the Philippines, farm laborers 
in three provinces went on strike and 
police and radical paraders came to 
blows over the display of the red 
flag. : 

To prevent demonstrations, police 
in Sofia, Bulgaria, arrested large 
numbers of communists. 

Federal troops in Mexico City dis- 
trict were held in quarters as a pre- 
caution, and authorities began a 
roundup of persons carrying weapons 
without permits. 

Istanbul, Turkey, was patrolled by 
augmented police forces, and a score 
of communists were arrested for dis- 
tributing handbills.

dered to stand by to prevent any dem- 
onstrations against the government. 

There were numerous mass meet- 
ings in Canada but few disturbances 
were reported.

Future Uncertain, Says 
Charles W. Boyce.

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 1.—(7)— 
Advantages of the south and the Pa- 
cific coast are recognized by the paper 
industry’ but commercial development 
is a thing for the indefinite future, 


the Georgia Forestry Association was 
told today by a representative of the 
industry. . 

Charles W. Boyce, secretary of the 
American Paper and Pulp Associa- 
tion, spoke in behalf of a group of 
eastern and Canadian manufacturers 
shortly before they started on a tour 
of Dr. Charles H. Herty’s experi- 
niental paper plant here, and of near- 
by forest areas. 

Production costs alone will not gov- 
ern development of the paper indus- 
try, Boyce said, adding that the 

“competitive temper and ability of 
th> south and Pacific coast must be 
déveloped” because its product must 
compete in the national market. 

To have any significance, the 
speaker said, paper production in the 
south must greatly exceed regional 
requirements, and with the industry 
already much overcrowded expansion 
must be fitted to actual needs. 

_ Consumption has been falling for 
the past years, he went on. and the 
futur~ is “full of uncertainty.” 

Boyce said the south possessed a 
material advantage in a supply of 
wood which “could easily supply the 
whole nation if conditions were to 
change.” brt added it must not be 
overlooked that “the Canadian indus- 
tries are going through a wringing- 
out period which will undoubtedly 
rean a change in production costs.” 

Under such conditions Bovce called 
the future chances of the south in 
the paper industry “excellent,” but 
warned that development ffor the 
present cannot be considered a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

Boyce praised the experimental 
work of Dr Herty and said its con- 
tinnation was vital. The whole in- 
dustry ig watching it, he said, and 


‘as soon as technical develop=rents 

are completed the industry is ready 

to greet a new competitor in the 

white paper filed.” 

’ Butler Addresses Group. 
Georgia’s claims for consideration 

in the future of the industry were 


presented to the visitors by Colonel 
E. George Butler, executive -commit- 
tee member of the Georgia Forestry 
Association and vice chairman of the 
industrial committee of Savannah. He 
addressed them shortly after their ar- 
rivak by boat from New York for a 
two-day stay. 

Physical conditions in the state for 
paper manufacture are perfect, Colo- 
nel Butler said, with 23,000,000 acres 
of forest land available for a wood 
supply, adequate water and ideal cli- 
mate. 

Not only can pulpwood be deliv- 
ered to mills 30 to 50 cents a cord 
cheaper than in the north,. he said, 
but labor arid transportation costs 
would be lower. 

Experimental work is far from 
complete, the manufacturers were 
told. but it’ has progressed far 
enough to prove that the southern 
pines in the sap stage will make a 
strong. durable paper fiber at cost 
much lower than it can be made from 
northern hardwoods. 

Conditions for the supply of wood 
are. particularly favorable at this 
time, Colonel Butler said, because of 
recent abandonment of farm lands to- 
taling 1.500.000 acres, and a heavy 
cut of saw timber which reached its 
peak in 1926. 

“These cnt-over lands and aban- 
doned fields.” he said, “have largely 
reforested themse}ves through the 
process of natural reproduction and 
the balance of these lands- are avail- 
able at a very low figure for re- 
forestation woik. Much of this stand 
of young pines is now large enough 
to cut for pulpwood, in addition to 
the large areas of young pine 10, 15 
and 20 years of age which are avail-

of $8 per acre for heavily timbered, 
favorably located tracts.” 

At such prices, Colonel Butler said, 
paper mills locating in this section 
could profitably acquire great re- 
serve tracts for future use, while 
satisfying their immediate require- 
ments by direct purchase of wood. 

“A supply of 300,000 to 500,000 
cords per year of suitable timber, 
coming from within a radius of 75 
to 100 miles, sufficient for six to 
eight years’ operations, could be ob- 
tained from farmers, independent tim- 
ber owners and loggers,” he said, “by 
any plant located in this section of 
the coastal plain, and under competi- 
tive conditions.” 

Carrying charges on the stumpage 
reserves being built wp in that period, 
Colonel Butler said, would be very 
small, with taxes only 10 to 15 cents 
an acre and fire protection costs 
about 5 cents. 

“While at present there is no mar- 
ket for pulpwood in this section,” 
Colonel Butler told the paper men, 
“pine cord wood for fuel purposes is 
being delivered in Savannah at pres- 
ent for around $4.50 per cord. It has 
been estimated by persons thoroughly 
familiar with the timber situation here 
that wood could be delivered at the 
mill at about $4 per cord. which is, 
conservatively speaking, 30 to 
cents less than you are accustomed 
to paying in the north.” 

The manufacturers toured near-by 
forests by automobile after a trip 
through the experimental plant, dur- 
ing which they saw the whole process 
from peeling the pine logs to the 
“jroning’ of the finished product 
ready for the printing press,

EXPERIMENT PROGRESS) 


OUTLINED BY HERTY 


Details of Work in Georgia 
Revealed in’ Letter to 
W. T. Anderson.: 


@SAVANNAH, Ga., May 1.—(?)— 
W. T. Anderson, editor and publish- 
er of the Macon Telegraph, Monday 
made publica letter from Dr. Charles 
H. Herty outlining experiments com- 
pleted at the pulp and paper research 
laboratory here, and the work that 
remains.to be done before the prob- 
lems involving the use of pine in 
paper making have been solved. 

Mr. Anderson requested the infor- 
mation as a member of the executive 
committee of.the Georgia Forestry As- 
sociation, and presented it before a 
meeting of chamber of commerce rep- 
resentatives and citizens from several 
towns in this immediate section. 

Dr. Herty explained that the lab- 
oratory was established solely for the 


purpose of inducing the erection of 
paper mills in Georgia. 

“Please remember,” he wrote, “that 
the paper industry is very much oyver- 
built at the present time. This is par- 
ticularly true of the newsprint divi- 
sion of the white paper industry, due 
to a great number of large mills hav- 
ing been built within recent years in 
Canada and in our northwestern 
states. 

“The paper people themselves there- 
fore do not look with any particular 
favor upon the erection of any more 
white paper mills at the present time; 
and it will be necessary for us to 
make out a complete case with proof 
that paper fully up to commercial 
standards and made in mills with the 
most modern machinery can be made 
here cheaper than in the present loca- 
tion of such mills.’ 

Newsprint Selection Explained. 

Newsprint was selected for the first 
experiments because of the large tou- 
nage of logs required, he wrote, and 
because two thirds of the newsprint 
now consumed in the United States 
is imported from foreign countries. 

Experiments were started in May 
of last year, and “ by continuous ex- 
periments we have succeeded at last 
in making pulps of adquate strength 
and ground wood with sufficiently long 
fibers to form a sheet well up to the 
commerial standards as to strength. 

“We have not undertaken as yet 
any studies on the surfacing of the 
paper which would insure the print- 
ing of clear half tones, which would 
allow ink to penetrate sufficiently 
rapidly so that successive sheets would 
not blur, and which, on the other 
hand, would not absorb too rapidly, 
thereby running up expenditures for 
printing inks. Nor have any ex peri- 
ments been made on opacity, a nec- 
essary quality for prevention of print 
ety: through, thereby blurring the 


5 of the ground wood experi- 
ments must be repeated because a soft 
sandstone pulp wheel has been re- 
placed by a synthetic pulp wheel and 
because tests on power requirements 
for grinding have not been sufficient- 
ly accurate because of the large scale 
recording. 

“Please bear in mind also,” Dr. 
Herty wrote, “that our paper machine 
produces only 100 feet per minute in 
comparison with modern full gcale 
commercial machines of 15200 feet per 
minute. Our pulps, therefore, must 
be studied as to freeness so that we 
may feel sure that they will run on 
the high speed machines and main- 
tain the good qualities that we are 
getting on our small, slow machine. 

“Tt is our hope that we can com- 
plete successfully all these lines of 
research in about a year; then we 
must go on to other kinds of white 
paper.” 

Other Paper. 

Among other paper for which spe- 
cial research must be made, Dr. Herty 
mentioned book, magazine and bond 
paper, rotograyure paper, hand towels 
and toilet paper. 

“Of small’ tonnage requirement but 
increasing daily in gmount is alpha 
cellulose, prepared from _ sulphite 
pulp,” he said. Such cellulose is to- 
day being imported from Canada for 
the factory at Rome, Ga., where rayon 
is made. This alpha cellulose field 
holds great possibilities as a raw ma- 
terial for a number of remarkable 
new industries, such as _ synthetic 
leather, celluloid, as a substitute for 
rags, for roofing materials, ete. This 
is the age of cellulose and with an 
abundance of alpha cellulose available 
at low prices we may confidently ex- 
pect new developments in this field. 

“Finally, it is all important that 
the fibers in the black gum, sweet 
gum and Tupelo gum of our swamps 
be studied thoroughly. Vast acreage 
in the state is covered by 
swamps where these gums predomi- 
nate.

GHANDI PERSISTS 
IN PLAN FOR FAST 
DESPITE DOCTORS 


POONA, India, May 1—(#)—Ma- 
hatma Gandhi reiterated emphatically 
today his intention to begin a three- 
week fast on May 8, and this in 
spite of the fact doctors have said 
“it will be a miracle” if he survives. 

“The age of miracles is not past,” 
the champion of India’s “untouch- 
able” millions said when he heard 
this dismal forecast. 

“Unless God or the devil, or “who- 
ever possesses me, tells 
fast, or unless someone with a clearer 
vision convinces me that I am not 
possessed by God but clearly by the 
devil, then my fast will commence 
at noon next Monday.” 

The frail little man reached this 
decision while in confinement in the 
Yereda jail, where he has been shut 
up, in connection with his passive 
resistance campaign, since January 4. 
This new fast will be another move 
in his efforts to break down the 
caste system and improve the lot of 
the untouchables. 

“It is a process of self-purifica- 
tion,”. Gandhi said in explaining his 
determination to start another period 
of an food. a

This quilt, like the one we 
had last week, calls for curves and 
even seams. But so many of you quilt 
members of the Naney Page quilt 
club succeeded admirably with last 
week’s pattern that I thought it safe 
to try another curved one. 

I am calling this quilt by the name 
of Block and Ring. In the center 
'is the block. And then just touch- 
ing it are the rings, four of them in 
each finished pieced block which will 
measure nine inches. 

This pattern needs no joining strips 
or plain blocks. In fact, the effect 
is spoiled if they are used.
